- Fraser-Smith’s very fair and sensible 
request thata pablic mecting should, 
asa matter of nght, and in the gene- 
ral interests of tle Subscribers, be 
held in a public place, has been re- 
fused by the Stewards on the only 
tangible ground which allowed the 
question to becom? even a, matter of 
discussion, namely that of precedent, 
The annual meetings of subscribers 
to the Race Fund have usually been 


old custom is a mighty power iu all 
matters within the | circumscribed 
limits of our excessively autocratic 
settlement, the Stewards of the Races 
have preferred to seek refuge in that 
threadbare excuse, precedent, rather 
than tackle a minor difficulty in a
